The City of Elba has revived a 
program to clean up the town by 
working with owners of delapidated 
buildings to get them cleaned up or 
removed.

Several citizens were present as 
Chamber of Commerce Director 
Barbara Hudson told the council the 
Chamber was willing to work with 
community leaders to clean up Elba. 

She noted there were a number of

Mayor Ricky Haywood said, “We 
had a bad problem.

He explained that they have pre- 
pared some printed surveys as a way 
for citizens to report problems, The 
mayor said this will be reported to 
the respective council member for 
that district, who will in turn present 
the complaint to the city clerk for ac- 
tion.

City of Elba to pay $85,000.00 
in wrongful death lawsuit

The Elba City council went into 
execulive session Monday evening 
at 6:45 with City Attorney Mark 
Vaughan. The closed door session 
lasted until 7:15, 

‘Mayor Ricky Haywood said, as 
he gave the city attorney the floor, 
that prior to the meeting one or more 
of the council members. had re- 
quested an executive session with 
the attorney. He then asked for a mo- 
tion to make this official and it 
passed unanimously. 

After the 30 minute session in the 
back room, Vaughan recapped a 
wrongful death lawsuit the city has 
recently lost, to the tune of 
$100,000. 

The lawsuit stemmed from the 
death of Janet Lockett, in which her 
ex-boyfriend was alleged to have 
grabbed the pistol of Patrolman Mi- 


chael Patrick, after the officer had 
driven him to her home, and killed 
her. 

The man accused in the killing, 
Randy Walton, died several days lat- 
er from a_ self-inflicted gunshot 
wound he received at the scene im- 
mediately after Lockett’s death. 

A Coffee County jury returned 
the verdict against the city, but 
found no damages against the of- 
ficer. 

Vaughan announced he _ had 
worked out an agreement with at- 
torneys for the family and the city 
will have to only pay $85,000. This 
will be divided into three annual 
payments, according to the agrec- 
ment. 

The first payment is due within 
90) days, the second in one year and 
the final check is due one year later. 
There will be no interest accrued on 
the balance due.

The Coffee County Sheriff’s De- 
partment is continuing an investiga- 
tion’ into two incidents which oc- 
curred in the county during the 
weekend.

A sentencing hearing is scheduled 
for August 10, 

The all-white jury, six women 
and six men, deliberated for approxi- 
mately two hours before returning a 
guilty verdict. 

In May, Letteron Djon Stoude- 
mire’s trial, the first of the four de- 
fendants in the Wilson murder to be 


im tried, ended in a mistrial, He is 18- 


years-old and also from Opp. 

Wilson died in a Dothan hospital 
on August 26, 1994 as a result of in- 
jurics sustained in an assault and 
ety that occurred on August 15, 


The victim was allegedly lured to 


* a residence at 524 Mullins Street in 


Opp, to cash a check, It was there 
that he was attacked, beaten and 
robbed. 

Wilson was known to carry large 
sums of money due to his business 
dealings which included loaning 
money, cashing checks, and provid- 
ing bail money to individuals. 

No trial dates have been set for 
the remaining two defendants’, 
Nichlas Darnell Rayborn, 20, and 
Marcus Lerone Cook, 20, both of 
Opp, or the re-trial of Stoudemire,

No go on FEMA buy out

A number of discussions were 
held last Fall concerning the possi- 
bility of a Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) sponsored 
acquisition (“buy out”) of homes 
which historically have flooded in 
and around Elba. 

At the time of the discussions, 
Charles Webb, Coffee County’s 
EMS Director, said that the amount 
of money made available for hazard 
mitigation) prevention type projects) 
following the 1994 flood would 
probably not be sufficient to buy out 
the homes in the Elba area. 

Webb's prediction proved to be 
true. The amount of funding made 
available for use in ten (10) counties 
was only 1.5 million dollars. It 
would take nearly all of that money 
for the “buy out” in Elba alone, 

An early review (by federal and 
state authorities) of the projects, sub- 
mitted for consideration by each of 
the counties, indicated that several 
counties had worthwhile projects. 


They should, or would, have priori- 
ties as high, or higher, than the Elba 
project. 

The funds available could not 
support projects in other counties

While we are busy knocking our friends who smoke take heart, there 
appears to be a fiip side of the anti-tobacco sentiment and good use on the 
horizon for tobacco.

Maybe that would solve the overcrowding in both exist- 
ing facilities. Less work (and expense) would be needed to comply with 
the handicapped accessibility requirements in the older buildings. We need 
to consider such a move ... continuing to butt heads does nothing but 
make us all a bunch a soreheads!

House Conservatives Have a Plan to Save Medicare 


This Sunday ushers in an im- 
portant anniversary for millions of 
Americans. It was on July 30, 1965 
that Medicare officially came into 
being. 

Since then, 32 million seniors 
and 4 million disabled persons have 
relied on this program, which pro- 
vides them with federally subsidized 
health care, to be there for their future 
needs. They've entrusted their gov- 
ernment with the responsibility of 
protecting and strengthening Medi 
care. Now, the Medicare program is 
in deep financial trouble and House 
conservatives have a plan to rescue it. 

Last April, Clinton cabinet 
members Robert Reich, Donna 
Shalala, Robert Rubin, and three other 
members of the Administration's So- 
cial Security and Medicare Board of 
Trustees, issued a reporton the finan 
cial health of the Medicare program. 
Their conclusion: “The Medicare 
program ts clearly unsustainable in 
its present form. The Trust Fund 
continues to be severely out of finan- 
cial balance and is projected to be 
exhausted in about seven years.” 

Here is asynopsis of what will 
happen to Medicare if we do nothing 
at all, as House liberals propose. In 
1996, the Hospital-Insurance Trust 
Fund, which pays Medicare benefi- 
ciaries’ hospital bills, begins to run a 
deficit. This fund, supported by a 
2.9% payroll tax, will be exhausted in 
just seven years. And only two years 
later, the fund will be $126 billion in 
the hole. What happens then? The 
government would not be allowed to 
pay the bills — no more Medicare! 

To America’s seniors, this isa 
crisis, pure and simple. House con- 
servatives are working hard ona plan 
to not only save Medicare, but to 
strengthen it so it will be around in 
the future. 

Todo this, we have been solic- 
iting suggestions from seniors and 
senior groups. Already, we've 
worked up a strategy which meets the 
goals of rescuing the program and 


ensuring its future vitality. Here are 
its main parts: 
To preserve Medicare, spend- 


The budget agreement we just passed 
guarantees Medicare spending will 
INCREASE from $4,800 to $6,700 
foreach beneficiary over seven years. 
Overall, our plan will increase Medi- 
care spending by 53 percent. 

Senior citizens deserve the 
same choices available to other 
Americans. Right now, Medicare 
beneficiaries are only given one 
choice when they enroll in the pro- 
gram —a bureaucratic, outdated, one- 
size-fits-all program thatreally hasn't 
changed since Congress passed it 30 
years ago. Today, seniors should 
have the same opportunities as other 
Americans in selecting health care 
options that best mect their needs. 
Our plan calls for a variety of health 
care plan choices. 

Government should not inter- 
fere in the relationship between _pa- 
uients and doctors. We believe that 
current burdensome Medicare regu- 
lations on patients and providers must 
be eliminated. Medicare beneficia- 
ries must be able to continue their 
existing coverage, including their 
choice of doctors and hospitals. 

Senior citizens should be re- 
warded for helping to root out waste, 
fraud and abuse. 

Right now, when seniors point 
out waste and fraud in their Medicare 
bills, they get the bureaucratic run- 
around. In our plan, seniors will be 
encouraged and rewarded for their 
Vigilance. 

As House conservatives fight 
lo preserve and protect Medicare, they 
are being attacked by House liberals 
who prefer to bury their heads in the 
sand like ostriches rather than ad- 
dress the crisis.

astrophic illness. 

Creel, during a discussion of the 
employee's request, commented that 
the policy was creating more prob- 
lems than was anticipated by its 
adoption, 

He made a motion that the com- 
mission rescind the policy. Hanson 
seconded the motion, All commis- 
sioners with the exception of Com- 
missioner Robert Stephens favored 
the motion. 

Mobley commented that the com- 
mission had voted in November of 
1993 to revise the county's person- 
nel policy. He wanted to know what

University $10,000 to review the 
county’s personnel policy and make 
a recommendation on revising it. 

According to Creel and Mobley, 
the University’s recommendation, or 
proposed policy manual, was sent to 
the county's liability insurance carri- 
er for review.

“Tt has worked well and we did it 
without any money - at no cost to 
anyone,” he said. 

However, he noted that last week 
there was the nicest display of pro- 
duce and fruit that he had ever seen, 
but there were no customers! 

“I feel that next year we should 
approach this like we do Farm-City 
Week and get up some money so we 
can promote this and let the people 
know what is available,” Stephens 
said.

and have sufficient funds remaining 
to support the “buy out” in Elba. 

According to Webb, the decision 
was made by local authorities to con- 
centrate efforts on obtaining funding 
for a pumping system. 

This system would be used to 
manage the waters which always ac- 
cumulate inside the levee, particular- 
ly in the southeastern quadrant. 

“We are ninety-nine percent sure 
that the pumping system will be 
funded,” said Webb,” and, that about 
twenty percent of the funding ap- 
proved for the ten-county area will 
be spent in Elba on this project.” 

According to Webb, acquisition 
programs are being considered for 
Dale and Geneva counties, and may 
become realities there. These are for 
much lower cost projects than the ar- 
eas considered in Elba. The River- 
view Subdivision was one of the are- 
as in Elba being considered. 

“For those who may be disap- 
pointed about not getting d ‘buy out’ 
program locally,” said Webb, ‘“Re- 
member that this program is not a 
panacea (cure all); it is designed to 
get people out of unacceptable hous- 
ing and does not always provide 
enough money to buy replacement 
housing elsewhere. 

“Proceeds of flood insurance paid 
and certain FEMA grants are deduct- 
ed from the appraised values of the 
homes before payment. Some of the 
houses proposed for the "buy out’ 


j program in Geneva County, for ex- 


ample, will net the homeowners less 
than $10,000.00.” 

In another flood related project, 
Webb said that the contract to install’ 
an early warning system (ALERT - 
Automate Local Evaluation in Real 
Tim® in the Choctawhatchee-Pea 
Rivers Basin is scheduled to be let 
on August 15, 1995, 

The project should be complete

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Violent crime response team available 
to area law enforcement agencies

Law enforcement agencies in cen- 
tral and southeast Alabama now 
have a new weapon to add to their 


crime-fighting arsenals: Alabama 
Violent Crime Response Team 
(AVCRT), 


The pilot program, implemented 
by the departments of Public Safety 
and Forensic Sciences and made 
possible by a Law Enforcement 
Planning grant, was announced last 
week by Public Safety Director Col. 
Gene Mitchell and Forensic Director 
Carlos Rabren, 

The AVCRT is available primari- 
ly to help sheriff and police agencies 
in 29 counties in central and south- 
east Alabama by processing violent 
crime scenes; the team will also re- 
spond elsewhere in the state as need- 
ed, 

The team provides expert foren- 
sics and investigative personnel and 
specialized equipment to identify, 
collect, preserve and analyze crime 
scene evidence in crimes of vio- 
lence, 

From its Montgomery base, a ful- 
ly equipped crime scene truck can 
respond within two hours to a vio- 
lent crime scene anywhere in the 29-

dence, and properly process all other 
aspects of a crime scene, 

Law enforcement officers investi- 
gating violent crimes gain essential 
leads from crime scene evidence, 
said Mitchell, “This program helps 
fill a great need in Alabama to de- 
vole greater resources to locating, re- 
covering, documenting and under- 
standing physical evidence at violent 
crime scenes,” he said, 

Rabren said using current scien- 
tific and information capabilities in 
processing crime scenes can make 
all the difference in solving crimes 
of violence.
